to Conform With the rrovisions of the 
Act—President Smith of tlxe Louisville 
and Nashville Fears Confiscation of the 
Roads by the Government. 
Wash'ington, Dec. 3.—The interstate 


-sommerce commission -resumed 
its 


Shearing of the representatives of rail- 
roads petitioning for an extension of 
time in which to comply with the pro- 
visions of the car-coupler law passed 
in 1893. 


William Brown, general solicitor of 


the Chicago and Alton railroad, re- 
plied at some length to the protest 
made by Mr. Gompers against any ex- 
tension to roads which had made no 
effort to comply with the law.. 
It 


was a 'practical ana physical impossi- 
bility, he said, to comply with the law. 
To grant a reasonable extension, would 
bring every road, especially trunk 
lines, into active sympathy with the 
law; to refuse would be to punish those 
who tad complied. 


Representatives of other delinquent 


roads rendered bheir excuses to the 
commission. 


At the afternoon session President 


Smith of the Louisville and Nashville, 
In the course of his explanation of the 
delinquency of his road, expressed the 
opinion that the time was coming 
•when the people of this country would 
•demand the confiscation and govern- 
ment ownership of railroads.

While- .President Thomas 
of the 


Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis_ 
road was addressing the committee 
Chairman 'Morrison asked what the 
road would do in the matter of compli- 
ance with the law If their earnings did 
not increase. 
Mr. Thomas 
created 


much merriment by replying that his 
confidence in coming prosperity bas 
been so great that he had -broken the 
record of a lifetime and had voted for 
•MoKlnley. 
"When a southern man 


does that," he said, "hie faith is abso- 
lute." 


Questions asked by the commission- 


ers developed the fact that 10 per cent 
of the freight cars now in service were 
not worth equipment. 
Those 
cars 


would be retired during the period of 
extension. 


•Among others who addressed the 


commission was L. S. Coffin, formerly 
of the Iowa state railroad commission, 
who contended that the commission's 
duty WHS to execute the law; that the 
«ffect of a refusal to estend its pro- 
visions on the commerce was not to 
be considered. The object of the legis- 
lation, was the protection of the lives 
and limbs of rail-road employes and 
passengers. 


The hearing was adjourned at 6 p. m.
